Ci.S.R. 674(E),—^In excici.se of the power conferred by 
so.ction 7 of the Indian Telegraph Act, 1885 (13 of 1885), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951. namely:-— 

1. (I) These rule.s may be called the Indian Telegraph 
(Third Amendment ) Rule,s, 1987. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of tljeir publi¬ 
cation In the Official Gazette. 


2 . In the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951 (hereinafter refer¬ 
red to as the said rules), rule 446 shall bo re-numbered'"as 
sub-rule (1.) thereof and after sub-rule (1) as so renumber¬ 
ed, the following sub-rule shall be Inserted, namely 

“(2) When the telephone line of a subscriber or juno- 
tion lines to PABX or PBX remain mtornipted con¬ 
tinuously for a period of fifteen days or more doe 
to reasons attributable to the Department of Tele¬ 
communications, a proportionate rebate or refund 
in rental, after rcducinft the free calls available for 
the said period, shairbe allowed to the subscriber.’’ 

J. For rule 474 of the said rules, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely:— 

“474. While the Department of Telecommunicatioflf 
shall make evci-y endeavour to keep the circuits 
(including local leads) free trom interruptions, the 
IJcpartment shall not be responsible for any loss, 
damage, or inconvenience caused to the user as a 
result of interruption : 

Provided that when a leased circuit remains inter¬ 
rupted continuously for a period of fifteen days Of 
more due to reasons attributable to the Depart¬ 
ment, a proportionate rebate or refund in rental 
shall be allowed to the user.’’ 

4. In rule 519-A of the said rules, for sub-rule (1). the 
following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely 

"()) When the telex service of a subscriber rcraaij^ 
interrupted continuously for a period of fifteen day; 
or moie due to reasons attributable to the Depart 
ment, a proportionate rebate or refund shall be 
allowed to the subscriber.”
